RED CROSS WAR FUND GROWING 
BUT IS STILL FAR BELOW 
TOTAL EXPECTED 
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Red Cross Mass Meeting 
Sunday, 8 P.M. 

Woman’s Club House 
Addess by Prof. Tully C. Knoles 

Univ. of Southern California 
Bring your friends 
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Sierra Madre has already gone 
over the top so far as the quota 
is concerned in the Red Cross 
War Fund campaign. But unless 
there is a sudden spurt the total 
will fall considerably below the 
sum hoped for. 

The quota of $4,000 is $1,000 
less than that «f last year, due 
probably to the great increase in 
the number of chapters and in¬ 
creased membership all over the 
country. Last year the sum col¬ 
lected was $0,800 and it was ex¬ 
pected that amount would be 
at least equalled this year, re¬ 
gardless of the quota. 

. Chairman Jones reported to 
state headquarters last night 
that pledges already received 
were over the $4,000 mark. 

Fine Team Work 

Never has a campaign been 
more thoroughly organized or 
actuated with a finer spirit of 
cooperation than this one. The 
workers have been making the 
canvass most thorough, and are 
finding people waiting for their 
chance to give. In many cases 
checks were already written out 
and awaiting the solicitors. The 
education which was necessary 
m many cases last year has not 
been required. 

Cases of indifference are few. 
In a very few cases solicitors 
have been unable to reach per¬ 
sons assigned to them. For rea¬ 
sons known only to themselves 
the people did not seem to wish 
to be interviewed and simply re¬ 
fused to answer the door bell. 
They seeminglyoverlook the fact 
that it is not a mere solicitor to 
whom they are showing dis¬ 
courtesy, but representatives of 
the United States government 
and the soldier boys who are 
fighting their battles in France. 

There have been some disap¬ 
pointments in cases where large 
amounts were expected, due to 
changed conditions whigfi made 
the duplication of previous do¬ 
nations impossible now. Hence 
it is absolutely essential that all 
possible be gathered in if the to¬ 
tal is to reach anything like the 
desired mark. 

The plea for wide distribution 
is having its effect and in many 
cases the contribution of the 
head of the family was divided 
up so that every member would 
have the honor of helping in the 
great cause. 

Headquarters Busy 

Campaign headquarters pro¬ 
vided in the Kersting block, are 
busy most of the time. Chair¬ 
man J. D. Mackerras of the Red 
Cross chapter and C. YV. For¬ 
man, cashier for the campaign, 
have been spending much of the 
time there to receive reports and 
advise with workers. Work has 
been greatly facilitated by the 
excellent and voluntary clerical 
and stenographic assistance of 
Mrs. Bernice Crawford. 

Through the patriotic cooper¬ 
ation of a number of merchants 
two striking full page ads pre¬ 
pared by the state committtee 
have eppeared in the News. The 
firms assisting in this are S. It.

Mass Meetings 

Arrangements for speakers 
were in the hands of C. C. Wil¬ 
son, who planned two meetings, 
last Sunday night and next Sun¬ 
day night. The club house was 
packed last Sunday night and 
the crowd received a genuine 
treat. Next Sunday night Prof. 
Tully C. Knoles will be just as 
well worth hearing. He is one of 
the big men of the University, 
has filled the pulpit of Dr. Free- 
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man at the First Presbyterian 
church in Pasadena, and has 
been accorded wide recognition 
for his platform work in behalf 
of the Red Cross. 

Great Combination 

It would be hard to find a bet¬ 
ter combination than the two 
men who spoke last Sunday 
night, Leslie li. Henry and R.ll. 
Mouser. The lattter is widely 
known for his poetry which has 
appeared in many of the papers 
of Southern California. He talks 
as he writes, with a fine com¬ 
bination of humor and pathos. 
His readings of some of his own 
verse scored a great hit. Mr. 
Mouser, who is as gigantic as 
Mr. Henry is slight in build, ex¬ 
plained.that the only reason he 
was not over in France with our 
fighting forces was that all the 
trenches would have to be en¬ 
larged to permit him to enter 
them. But he is doing a big bit 
here with his platform ami pen 
work. 

Whenever Leslie Henry will 
come to town to talk, he will be 
sure of a crowd, regardless of 
his subject. Ilis talk was a du¬ 
plicate of his Liberty Loan ad¬ 
dress in its rapid lire intensity. 
Few speakers have Mr. Henry’s 
power of “getting over” to his 
hearers. 

Mr. Henry showed plainly the 
universal obligation for service. 
“By what accident is it that you 
were not born a male, or were 
born more than thirty or less 
than twenty-one years ago? Or 
by what providence is it that I 
am disqualified from military 
service by a blind eye though 
within the draft age? A mere 
accident of birth or circum¬ 
stance keeps you and me at 
home and sends others across 
the seas to light for us. It is 
done at our command, through 
our duly elected representatives 
in congress. Under these circum¬ 
stances there is no immunity 
from service. The obligation is 
universal. We at home must do 
our part through the Red Cross 
and other forms of loyal co-op¬ 
eration.” 

There was no harrowing of 
the feelings of their hearers by 
the speaker for the sake of mak¬ 
ing the Red Cross work more air- 
pealing. Instead Mr. Henry re¬ 
lated a number of incidents to 
show the wonderful work which 
is done not only with the armies 
but with the civilian population 
to aid in keeping up the morale 
of our allied peoples. 

Mr. Wilson presided at the 
meeting, and delightful solos by 
Mrs. Ashmore and Pi'of. Walker 
added to the interest of the 
evening.

SHERIFF CLINE INVITES 

SCRUTINY OF RECORD 


Incumbent is Candidate for Re- 
election, Claiming Record 
Justifies Retention 

In announcing my candidacy 
for re-election to the oflice of 
sheriff, I desire to repeat what 
I stated before my last election 
and what, since that time 1 have 
scrupulously fulfilled to the let¬ 
ter, namely: That it shall be 
my purpose to fulfill the duties 
of this oflice with thoroughness, 
efficiency and dispatch; 1 shall 
faithfully and expeditiously turn 
yi and account for every penny 
of county fees which, by law or 
otherwise, comes through this 
oflice; and the hooks, records 
and accounts shall at all times 
be open for public inspection. 
These things I have done during 
my present incumbency and 
these 1 promise for the future. 

I invite the closest scrutiny 
and investigation of my record 
as an oflicer and as a man, and 
rely upon it for a return to this 
oflice. 

Attention to the duties of my 
office, as well as the additional 
problems of war, with which we 
are all concerned, compels me to 
forego any personal canvass or 
political procedure which, under 
different conditions and during 
normal times might be consid¬ 
ered advisable. 

Elected or not elected, it is 
my intention and purpose to ex¬ 
pend what my means will per¬ 
mit me to expend in aid of the 
Red Cross and the country’s ne¬ 
cessities rather than in aid of 
any local political campaign. 

I therefore appeal to you, my 
friends, and to the public gen¬ 
erally, to again honor me with 
your confidence and return me 
to the office of sheriff in August 
and thus permit me to devote 
my time and energy to the office, 
not only in relation to the city 
and county affairs, but also in 
relation to the government of 
the United States.

F. R. C. FENTON 
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EXPERT SURVEY OF LOCAL WATER 
PROBLEMS IS ORDERED BY 
CITY TRUSTEES 


Engagement of a water expert 
at a cost of $500 to give expert 
counsel as to the water develop¬ 
ment program for Sierra Madre 
was by far the most important 
item of business transacted at 
last night’s meeting of the city 
trustees. Mr. Frank II. Olm- 
stead of the engineering firm of 
Olmstead & Gillilen was the man 
selected, lie is one of the best 
known and highly regarded wa¬ 
ter experts in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Comprehensive Study 

Chairman Holabird of the wa¬ 
ter committee reported that Mr. 
Olmstead had attended a meet¬ 
ing of the committee when the 
problems confronting the city 
were discussed at length. He 
then read a letter from Mr. Olm¬ 
stead, making a proposition to 
the city and specifying in detail 
the great number of variety of 
things to be investigated. When 
the report is submitted the city 
should have a good working pro¬ 
gram for the future, taking into 
consideration growth and other 
factors. The proposition was ac¬ 
cepted, the work to be complet¬ 
ed within sixty days. 

Inspector on I’ump 
At the request of Chairman 
Holabird, the water committtee 
was authorized to hire a compe¬ 
tent inspector to watch the in¬ 
stallation of the new pump at 
well No. 2—when the pump ap¬ 
pears. 

Pump Delayed 

Water Supt. Biederman re¬ 
ported on the equipment so far 
received for the pumping plant, 
which did not include the pump 
from the Byron Jackson Iron 
works. Mr. Holabird said the 
company had promised him the 
pump would be on the ground by 
May 18th, but so far no explana¬ 
tion for the failure had been re¬ 
ceived. Warrants for install¬ 
ments now due were held up 
pending receipt of explanation 
and a "jacking up” was directed 
for the company. 

No Shooting Permits 
A request from J. J. Guelph 
for a permit to discharge lire 
arms on his ranch to rid the 
place of predatory animals was 
denied on the advice of Attorney 
Ham that the enforcement of 
the ordinance would be rendered 
impossible in case of such dis¬ 
crimination. 

Weeds Must Go 
Marshall Udell was instructed 
to enforce the law requiring the 
removal of inflammable weeds 
and grass from all property. He 
will proceed under the state law 
which enables the city to clear 
those lots which are not taken 
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care of by the owners, the cost 
to be collected with the city and 
county taxes. 

Board of Health 
The Board of Health was re¬ 
appointed, including Dr. R. 11. 
Mackerras, health officer, Capt. 
J. A. Osgood, Franklin Bieder¬ 
man and A. N. Adams, and Mrs. 
Harriet S. Wright was named to 
(ill the vacancy. 

Mrs. Amelia Jensen, munici¬ 
pal nurse, was appointed health 
officer pro tern, during the ab¬ 
sence qf Dr. Mackerras. 

Attorney Resigns 
City Attorney Ham placed his 
resignation in the hands of the 
board, to take effect at any time 
within 60 days if the board so 
desires. He declared his desire 
to work in complete harmony 
with the board and while wish¬ 
ing to continue in office, placed 
the mattter in their hands so 
the members would be free to 
act as they saw fit. On motion of 
Trustee Tarr, action on the res¬ 
ignation was deferred until the 
next regular meeting. 

Tin Cans Valuable 
A junk man having offered 
$20 for the privilege oi' hauling 
away the tin cans on the city’s 
dumping ground, it was sug¬ 
gested by Trustee Saunders 
that some revenue might be de¬ 
rived from month to month on 
the cans and rubbish collected 
by the city. The matter was re¬ 
ferred to Chairman Webster of 
the street committtee. 

City Wages Boosted 
To keep pace in part with the 
h. c. of 1., and the upward trend 
of wages generally, the board 
voted to increase the rate of pay 
for city laborers from $2.50 to 
$3.00 per day. He reported the 
city was having difficulty in re¬ 
taining its good men who were 
attracted by the high wages to 
be had elsewhere.

"Thai's wlmt It menus to have plen¬ 
ty of equipment, plenty of ambulances 
and doctors and bandages and every¬ 
thing," said the Red Cross man who 
told me. "It means the difference in 
getting there on time or getting there 
just a mlnuto too late."

And then the thought occurred to me 
that perhaps It might have been one ot 
my dollars. 

It was somebody's dollar that did It. 
It might have been mine—or oue of 
yours.

Burton Bovard, a nephew of 
Miss Alice Tufts and cousin of 
the editor of the News, will be 
remembered by many Sierra 
Madre people, having spent a 
year here in company with his 
brother Gilbert and other mem¬ 
bers of his family. When war 
was declared he tried to enlist 
at once but was turned down be¬ 
cause of his vision. He enrolled 
with the Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity base hospital unit and 
was sent to France almost at 
once. He has been within sound 
of shell fire for almost a year. 

In a letter received by Miss 
Tufts he tells of the big drive 
as seen from the hospital stand¬ 
point. The letter was writtten 
April 7th. He says that when 
the big drive began they worked 
for 84 hours—three and a half 
days—without sleep. For the 
next ten days he averaged three 
hours sleep out of 24. and got 
that “with boots on.” Meals 
were taken on the run. 

By the time relief came, Bo¬ 
vard writes, he was practically 
asleep on his feet. His muscles 
were still good, so he could pick 
up a big guardsman bodily from 
the operating table—and then 
simply couldn’t think what to do 
with him. He could not antici¬ 
pate the surgeon’s wishes as is 
usually done but would start for 
something and then forget what 
he was after.
